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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The rejection of record does provide a 
"simulation" of a knowledge based game. As modified, Vancura would not accept player input thus would be simulating a knowledge 
based game as proposed in the new claims. Brossard teaches randomly selecting the 'answer' for the player after an entertaining display 
of known length in order to control the speed of play. The rejection incorporates this feature into Vancura so that Vancura's speed of play 
can be controlled. The incorporation is possible since Vancura encompases a "no knowledge" or random game in his odds calculations. 
The other minor claim language changes proposed appear to be fully obviated by the rejection of record as well. The amendment would 
be entered upon appeal due to the substatnial reduciton in issues to be considered; however the amendments do not distinguish over the 
combination applied.. 
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
